London, Sept, 2;!.— A despatch from 
Quecnstown states that the Cunard steam- 
ship Cephalonia, from Liverpool for Bpaton, 
put on shore at Queenstown, to-day, thirty 
second-class passengers, who had never been 
in the United States. These passengers 
had been taken on board at Liverpool. 
The officers of the Cephalonia vrere appre- 
hensive that, with these people on board, 
tho vessel might bo quarantined for twenty 
days at New York.

LIVEBPOOL IMPROyEjiENTS. 

Public Opinion imd Prospective Lobs of 
Trade forces the Authtiritles to 
' Take Action. 

London, Sept. 23. — Liverpool men of 
buaineaa aro greatly alarmed by tho proa- 
poctivotransfcr of the trans-Atlauticlanding 
place to Southampton, by rumors that the 
Cunard and White Star lines will withdraw 
from Liverpool, and by tho threatened com- 
petition of Milford and Bristol as British 
ports of arrival and departure for the trans- 
Atlantic Bteamahip trade. They complain 
that the benefits of the trans-Atlantic trade 
have been hurdly roili/.ed before the city Is 
threatened witli the loss of them. The 
conviction spreads that the Mersey Docks 
Hoard have done much by their parsimony 
to injure Liverpool's prospects in trade. 
Recently the Board proposed that tho 
steamship companies should assist in build- 
ing a deep-water landing stage for the ex- 
clusive use of passpngers to and from New 
York. Most of the companies replied that 
they could leave, if called on to contribute 
to the execution of tlio plan and the matter 
was dropped.. Public opinion aroused by 
tlie pro.ip'jct of a heavy loss of trade has 
now eompellad the Board to revise the plan 
iu such a form that the town if necessary 
will pay the whole expense. / Tho execu- 
tion of this plan will include the building 
of a sliort railway from the Canada Dock 
station, across the dock estate, to a stage 
railway connected at the new main line, ft 
will bo hardly possible to begin this work 
within a year, as a grant of powers from 
Parliament will be required. 

WHAT Etf AN SAYS. 

Tho £x>lIinlBter to Chili Declares that Ho bus 
been Altogether Ulsrepresented. 

Panama (via Galroston), Sept. 23.— Mr, 
Patrick Egan, United States Minister to 
Chili, who is waiting hero for a steamer to 
take him north, received a correspondent cf 
the United Press to-dny, Mr. ICgan waa 
not In-'lined to talk us he had been luisrepro- 
aenlcd, ho said, in despituhes sent from 
Valparaiso to tho North American news- 
papers. These despatches he described as 
the malicious fabrioatioi^s of a pois- 
oned enemy of whose work lio 
would have more to say after reaclilng 
New York. Mr. Egan says that he 
nesiduously cnife'.vated cordial relations witli 
the present Cnilioa Prssident and his Cabi- 
net, and thus was enabled to obtain the 
payment of the indemnity in the Baltimore 
affair. An arrangement is pending, ho says, 
for arbitration in Washington of the claims 
of American citicens against Chili. Some 
of tho claims ure 40 or more years old. ' 'A 
Santiago newspaper says that Mr, Egan 
was accompanied to the train by tho Minis- 
ter of Foreign affairs, members of the diplo- 
matic corps, and many representatives of 
the United States colony. As the train left 
tho station ho was cheered repeatedly. At 
Lima, Callao, Guayaquil, and in this city 
M r. iCgan Iins been cordially received. He 
expects to return to his post in Santiago, he 
says, iato in December. 

COSTEABAND MUNITIONS OF WAR. 

A Vessel Commissioned by tho Venezuelan Gor- 
ernment to Overhaul the South 
Portland. 

New Yokk, Sept. 23.— Tho World this 
morning says : After a good deal of trouble 
and hard work, General Peraza, the Yens 
zuelan Minister, has succeeded in obtaining 
and arming a vessel with which to pursue 
and possibly capture tho South Portland, 
which has sailed from hero with arms for 
the Kevolutionists. She is already on her 
way after the steamer that is causing the 
Venezuelan government so much uneasiness. 
She has a large crew mostly Venezuelans, 
but among tliem aro four Irishmou, who 
have served in the I'^igliah army us gun- 
ners. In addition to liur crow, tho cruiser, 
wliicli Ih to touch at another American port, 
will have as passengers a number of Vcnc- 
ziielan cflicial* and army olliccrs, Carlos 
Bole, son of Minister Peraza and a reporter, 
(leorgo Carlos Castro la her commander. 
It is expected she will make the ruu to 
Port of Spain iu less than five days. 

THE PROVINCIAL SYNOD.

— (Special. )— At the 
aessioQ of,the Provincial Synod of the Church 
of England a lively debate took placo on tho 
question of whether the Synod would send a 
message of greeting to the Pan-Preabyteriau 
Council, now in acaslon. After a long dis- 
euasion, it was finally decided, on motion of 
Rev. Dr. I^augtry, of Toronto, thut the pro- 
locutor should be authorized to communi- 
c.ito tJ the Council, now ussenibled in To- 
ronto, 'the assurance of the Synod's good 
vtIU and its continued desire for the restora- 
tion of the co-operate union of all Chris- 
tiana,

KOOTENAY'S JIICHES. 



The Mines of the Slocan District Pro- 
, mise to Surpass All Expecta- 
tions. 



Progress Beiiiir Made at Pilot Bay 
and Ivaslo City— Railway 
Surveys. 



Mr. Joshua Uavies returned last eveniug 
from an extenBlvo trip to the Kootenay 
country, going and coming by the Northern 
Pacific to Spokane, thence by the Great 
Northern railway to Bonner's Ferry, and 
from there by steamboat. 

"The new Great Northern road," said 
Mr. Davics last night to a Coi-ONIST re- 
porter, " is in first-class shape, and the 
company are running tho finest kind of 
modern oars, both for Pullman and first 
and second-class passengers. Their trains 
leave Spokane daily, for Bonner's Ferry 
and points east, at 7 o'clock p.m., arriving 
at 11 and connecting Willi the steamers 
Nelson and Spokane for all points in the 
Kootenay countiy. The Great Northern 
will have their line to tho Pacific completed 
in two months ; President Hill was expect- 
ed to arrive at Spokane in a few days. 

" When I loft," continued Mr, Davtes, 
"the Kootenay river was falling very 
rapidly, tho steamers having to lie at 
Galena Landing, about one and a half miles 
above Bonner's Ferry. Tho early moruiuga 
wore very foggy, somewhat delaying the 
trip. Forest fires were raging and tho 
smoke was so thick we could hardly bco 
across the lake, a distance of three miles. 

" During most of my stay, I was at Pilot 
Bay, where tho ICootenay Bednotion Com- 
pany ure erecting their smelting works, 
which, when finished, Mr. Farrol states, 
will bo us complete us any on tho continent. 
Tliey will consist of concentrating works, 
smelter and refinery, Tho buildings now in 
course of erection aro very massive, the 
frames being of 12x12 timheis. Between 
the frames tho sijace is tilled with brick, uiid 
Lho roofs aro of corrugated iron, so that the 
structures when finished will be very aolld, 
indeed. Their entire cost will exceed 
$300,000. The company liad between (iO 
and 70 men at work when I wiis there. No 
other point iu the Kootenay country will 
compare with Pilot Bay iu the amount of 
money lieing spent. Tlie erinipany has en- 
gaged Mr. J[, -lenka, who is one of the best 
qualified nietallnrgista on the continent. 
Uo lias charge of all the works, and will 
continue iu control when the smelter is 
going. 

"Prof. Parkes, who has been engaged as 
tlie expert and aasuyist, is now on the 
ground, and ia busily engaged in 
testing samples of all lho ore in the 
country. The results, so fur, go to prove 
that if tho quantity is there, ot which there 
seems to be little doubt, the district will be 
the greatest and richest on the continent. 
I<>eryone who has made an examination of 
the ore says that the surface showings art, 
away ahead of anything ever found y«ii> any- 
where else on the continent, and if lo should 
go to any depth at all, the value of the mines 
will be simply enormous. 

" Tho prospects ahead fait'y stagger the 
mining men who realize thai the beat veins 
in tho world are likely to bo found right in 
the Kootenay country. This remark es- 
pecially applies to the SIoc.mi (iiatrict. Sam- 
ples brought dowu from tho mines liy Mr. 
IJyors show nothing but metal running from 
5100 up to hundreds of doUors V^orth of 
silver per ton. The ores are what are 
termed wet ores (galena). 

" Tlio people at Kaslo have given i\ con- 
tract for the building of a wagon road 32 
miles long, at a coal of ,51,150 |ier mile, and 
work had been commenced. Twenty miles 
of this were to bu completed in fid days, 
Jf this ia done, much work can be done dur- 
ing tho winter, uud ores can he shipped to 
the lake. There was considerable buildlug 
going on at Kaslo, whore as ut Pilot Bay 



there was every appearance of MCtivity. 
The new wagon road will bring the ores of 
tho Slocan district practically to the smelter 
at Pilot V.iiy, which, however, will not be 
completed much before the latter part of 
next year. ; 

"Any one seeing the amount; of work be- 
ing done at Pilot Bay can readily under- 
stand the magnitude of it, for the prepara- 
tion for smelting and tho providing of trans- 
portation facilities have to go hand in hand 
beforn tho country can bo opened up and 
owners of mines realize upon their output. 
Heretofore the miners and everyone else iti 
tho country have been practically ruiinirg 
on what money has been brought in by the 
big enterprises, suoh as those of tho Koot- 
enay Reduction Coiiipany, Eootenay .t Co- 
lumbia Railway and Navigation Company, 
Davies-Sayward Co., etc., bat when they 
get the smelter in operation, the miners will 
bo able to sell their product for sp jL cash, 
and as can be readily seen, an era of pros- 
perity heretofore unknown will be entered 
upon. 

"The mining men of the Stito of Wash- 
ington," continued Mr. Davies, "have been 
and are now purchasing any good properties 
offering, the prices ranging as high as 
g7.">,000 for claims in the Slocan district. 
Tho two mines lately spoken of as being of 
great value are the Washington and the 
lilue Bir.i, both owi...J by , eoplo in Spo- 
kane and Seattle." 

Asked ubout the Nelson and Fort Shep- 
pard railway, Mr. Davies said the eugincera 
were expected to conipleto their location 
survey some lime in October and early next 
j'ear the couatruction work on the road will 
be commenced. The Spokane Falls &. 
Northern Railway connecting with this line 
at tho boundary have extendedtheir rails to 
Nortliport on the Columbia, tho first train 
having gone up last Tuesday. Tlicre is a 
probability that the navigation of the Col- 
umbia will enable a weekly service to be es- 
tablished to Nelson. Engineers, said to be 
C.P.R. men, have surveyed a lino from 
Crow's Nest Pass aloug tho St. Mary's river 
westward to Crawford Bay, at the head of 
which they were camped when Mr. Davies 
was there. The lino would besomcBOriilles ' 
shorter than if built by t'jo way of 'Goat, 
river; it would also pass through a flnemln.' 
ing district; the report was, of 
great richness.' Should it be built 
that way, it . would probably come 
out neat the Bine Bell mine to Pilot 
Bay, and cars would then have to be ferried 
a cross the lake » distance of threo miles, 
The Reduction company's freight alone 
would amount to something like 100 tons per 
day of coal, coke and ores, and this way be 
ono of the incentiveis to bring the road 
that way. 

" There ia just one thing more you might 
say, " remarked Mr. Davies in concluding 
the interview, " Mr. Farrel ia a nun with 
the reputation of never having made a 
failure of any enterprise he had anything to 
do with, and is considered in the United 
States to be one of the moat succeJsful of 
the smelting men in the country. In this, 
his latest venture, he ia not likely to mako 
any mistake, for besides his skill he has • 
plenty of capital at his commanA"

Kaslo City, Sept. 19.— Thu last week has 
been entirely absorbed in public meetings, 
committee racetiiiga and speeches, but the 
outcome of the v.'hole ia to bo summed up in 
the following facts : Tenders were invited 
for building a :iO-milo wagon road from 
Kaslo City through to the head of Carpenter 
oreek, and on Thursday last the following 
bids for the work were opened, viz.: Marks 
& Co., Spokane, U.S.A., §30,000; G. B. 
■Wright, Ainsworth, B.C., §35,500; Cand- 
ler, Nelson, B.C., $35,300 ; Lane, Spokane, 
U.S.A., ^3,300. Mr. Lane was awarded 
the contract, gave satisfactory bonds, and 
commenced work with all the men he could 
get in town, some 25 only, and the great 
work waa carried OB in earnest. Each day 
this atreugth baa been reinforced, till the 
number of hands now count up to 85, while 
200 more are being advertised for. 

The contract atipulatea that the road 
to Bear lake shall be completed within 
CO days, and the entire liuo bo fin- 
ished on or before August 1, 189.'!. No 
Ciiincso or Italians to bo employed in 
construction. Bonds for tlio performance 
of llie contract were required in tho aum of 
§10,000. It ia BpcoiQed that tho contractor 
shall purchase all liia supplies from the sub- 
ocribora to the wugon-road fund. 

TIlis energetic young town ia now in full 
bloom as usual. I'nah, drivo and bu.sine.sa 
energy character! /.e all the movcmcnta of 
the business men. Many new men are com- 
ing in and opening up buainesa houses aa 
*oon as thev ^can be constructed. Among 
these may to mentioned Mr. O. T. Stone, 
just from tho Coast, who, after staying a 
few days looking the country over, deoidud 
to make Kaslo City his, homo, aa ho con- 
aiders the numerous good points to be seen 
hero aro too good to bo tnisaod. Ho has, 
therefore, purchased a valuoble lot in the 
principal part of the city, and la at the pro- 
aeut time arranging a contract to build a 
handsome house and oflicoa at once. 

At the Prcsbytori.in church, ycatorday, 
(Sunday), tho Rev. Mr. Rogers prcac-lied 
an eloquent sermon, administered the Sac- 
rament to a largo number of oommunicauta 



of five different sects, and preached in the 
eveningagainto a large andappreciativocon- 
gregation. Both the resident pastor. Rev. 
Mr. Martin, and Mr. Bogera express them- 
selves as well pleased and much gratified at 
the encouragement they receive from this 
little city. 

Some evidence of tho popularity which 
Rev. Mr. Martin enjoya may be gained 
from thia little incident : When in com- 
pany with some of the leading reaidents 
here, tho idea was started thtit 
if Mr. Martin would get married, 
the people would make him a 
wedding present of a house, lot and furni- 
ture ; but tho reverend gentleman, being a 
confirmed bachelor, declined to be caught 
in Cupid's weba by any aucli temptation. 

Talking of marriages, wo had a popular 
one hero last week.

In 
tlio evening a grand dance waa given to cele- 
brate tho advent of the firat brido in Kaslo, 
which was well attended and broke up at i 
o'cloclv next morning. 

The Lucky Jim mine ia now being 
worked by throe shifts. They are putting 
out about 12 tons of ore per day. 

Tho Washington, Freddy Leo and White- 
water havo shipped on tlio whole 37 tona of 
high grade ore, and there ia now lying on 
the dock about IG tona of ore from the 
Dardanellea mine, which assays 49G ounces 
of silver to tho ton. 

The Great Northern Railway are building 
a spur from tho main lino to Galena landing 
on the Kootenay rivor to receive and trans- 
fer all ore during tho entire winter, and 
many other arrangements are beinu nuide 
by tho Kaalo-Kootcnay Company to keep 
Kaalo open all the year round, a thing 
which has never been attenipied before.

Our two new steamboats the Kaslo and 
the Ainsworth, are now in the bay, and 
commence daily trips to all lako points next 
week, when tho Galena, our " old reliable," 
will bo laid off for repairs and a well earned 
rest. Both the Kaslo boats tic up in tho 
bay and inako Kaslo their home. 

TRAIL CUEEK. 

(From tho Nelson Minor.) 
Although tho Slocan has been like a para- 
lytic stroko to all the older camps, yet 
Trail Creek will, with her iuimonso bodies 
of copper-gold, silver-gold-lead ores and 
small veins of free milling gold quartz, got 
there just the aanie. Several good tinds 
have been mado this season on both old and 
now locations, but we have so much ore that 
new finds create but a small ripple of ex- 
citement. 

Two shifts have been working steadily all 
aummer on tho Centre Star, and almoat all 
summer ou the Le Roi, tlie tunuela in both 
being nearly '2'20 foet in length. Tho Lo 
Hoi tunnel ia a crosa-cut, aud tho con- 
trnctora expect the ledge within .'iO feet. 
The surface-croppinga at tho point where 
it will be cut by the tunnel aro 10 feet wide, 
and assay $27 gold, 4 oz. silver and 7 per 
cent, copper. If as good where hit by the 
cross-cut, that will enaure reduction works 
in the spring. 

The (Jentro Star has an enormous body of 
ore of the same nature; its sizo is unknown 
in the tunnel, but a cross cut at CO feet in 
tlio ahaft ahowa tho ledge 18 feet wide. Tho 
Le Roi Co. invite proposals to continue their 
ahaft, which is 80 feet deep, 120 feet more. 
They, as well as the Centre Star Co., would 
put in hoisting works and aii: compressors for 

Eower drills had we a wagon road, but tho 
e Roi for present use will put on a com- 
mon-sense whim, and sink with horse power. 
Upon completion of tho 120 feet there will 
be a contract let for 200 feet of drifting and 
probably level-running in tho tunnel, which 
ia about 500 feet west of the shaft. 

Mr. D. C. Corbin has lately acquired two 
good prospects and oxprefsea hia determina- 
tion to prospect them thoroughly, so we 
expect to have about 30 men working 
steadily thia winter. 

Prof. Knaco ia now miiking big third ex- 
tended examination of tho minea, and will 
probably bo able to call tho name of every 
atone on Red Mountain. 

The finest free gold specimens ever found 
in West Kootenay are on exhibition at tho 
Trail Houae from the "0. K." mine, a two 
months old discovery Tho vein can'ies 
galena, of which a late assay gave §1250 
gold, 51 oz. silver, 35'per cent. lead. There 
are many other claims worth describing, 
but life ia too short to attempt to speak of 
all tho good claims recorded here. 

The supposed rich finds ou the main fork 
of Sheep Creek havo vanished into thin air; 
the loads show a very fine quality of mag- 
netic iron with a large percentage of disap- 
pointment.

Another strike of gold-bearing rock has 
been made on the .Salmon river slope, thia 
time on tlic west aide of Hall creek. 

Dugau & Hooker havo begun to run a cut 
with a view to reaching bed-rock on their 
lease on 49 creek. Some diliiculty has 
arisen over tho lease of the ground above 
their own. Two outfits aro quarrelling over 
it and tho one has jumped it ou the other. 

Placer mining is being attempted on Pry 
creek, which rises near the headquarters of 
Duncan river and drains into Kootenay lako 
some miles above, and on the opposite aide 
from Kaslo. 

R. H. Cavill spent the earlier part of thia 
week on the gold belt. Ou Sunday bo was 
inspeoting claims on Bird creek, and on 
Monday, accompanied by Messrs, Goepel 
and Davys, made an exhaustive examina- 
tion of the Whitewater. Mr. Cavill ia con- 
vinced that the gold belt baa a great future 
before it. From tho PObrman to the 
Whitewater is all a first-clasa gold forma- 
tion, and the claima located there should 
turn out well when developed. 

The Priest lake quartz and placer mines 
aro not easily readied from Bonuer'a Ferry. 
Travellers take tho steamer to near the 
mouth of Bear creek. From there there ia 
a comparatively good pick trail into the 
minea. Tho measured distance from the 
river to tho big quarlz strike ia 
18 miles. Tho distance by trail ia about 
15 miles. C. l\. Grove, a mining man 
of the C'linir d'Alencs, visited the Prieat 
fjake country liist week with John Daven- 
port. Ho fipeaka very cnthusiaatically of 
tho proapecta. A rich placer strike has 
been made ou tho south fork of Boundary 
creek, about five miles east of tho Smith 
lead, in tho Priest Lako region. A lirgo 
number of proHpuelora havo already rushed 
in and located tho ground. It ia coarse 
shot gold and the ground prospeots very 
riuh. Thfl strike is about 14 miles from 
the Kootenay river. 

Owing to tho coat of keeping tho line in 
repair, the telephone company has decided 
to change its lino between Balfour and 
Ainsworth from the trail, which runs 
through timber, to tho loke shore, whore tho 
wire will bo in no danger from firea or 
falling timber. When the change is mado, 
tho line will probably bo extended to Kaslo,

Firlh, woa buried ut soi\ on the sacoud 
of May last, lie was a native of Enghmd, 
and waa last year employed as steward on 
thesteamerSehome. Hiadeathwaaeauscd by 
erysipelas, and Ida only surviving relative ii ii 
brother, who shipped na one of the crew on 
the Bcaling schooner Fawn. Another iiiis- 
fortuno which befel the Turpel was in u 
hurricane, on the way home, in which abo 
had fiTO boAts aniashcd in and part of lier 
bulwarks carried away. She reports hav 
ing seen no Russian cruisers during her 
stay around the Copper lahuul coast, where 
she fell in with ecveral schooners, all of 
which have before been reported. 

The Maacot'a cruise -was u rather unevent- 
ful one. She got llfl skins on tlie Kuaaian 
aide, while her coast catch only amounted 
to '.ilto. Shortly before a start for homo was 
made, her rudder played out, and u jury 
radderwaaput in. Capt. Qriilith, vho 
■was in command, reports haTinct only seen 
ene sohooner on the Kusaiau coast, the May 
Bells, which had, when spoken, 100 akina 
«n board. 

The totnl.-'catch of the Walter L. Rich 
amottnta to over 1,700 skins, but only 520 
of theae were caught oS Copper Island. 
TVhile gone from Victoria aha had no mia- 
haps of any kind save one, wberela a boat's 
j3rew, consisting of hunter and two men, 
bad a narrow escape from drowning. The 
boat waa out aealine when she suddenly 
capsized, throwing nil bands out. For- 
tunately, however, the look-out man on the 
scliooner bxw them in time and another boat 
vas soon sent to their rescue. 

The Walter Eirle, Capt. Magneaon, 
brought S I 1 more skins from the Bussian 
side, thus making her total catch 1,S6G, for 
the season. Her trip was barren of news. 

The British ship I'eraiau lOuipire, l,.").'!'-' 
tons, Capt. Hay, arrived in the Koyal 
Roada early yesterday morning, .'>!) days out 
from Callao. She brings no cargo, and will 
remain at anchor until she receives u 
charter. When two daya out from Callao, 
the Empire sooko an Italian bark bound for 
that port. .Slie was 70 daya out from a 
point about 700 miles north of Callao, and 
during that lime had encountered many 
harflships. Tbo crow had run short of pro- 
visions, and owing to the cai>taiu Ijreakiiig 
his chronometer shortly after liia departure 
from port, the vessel had gone a looc way 
out of her course, having encountered Tcry 
bad weather. When the Empire waa 
sighted she was gladly hailed by the 
foreigner, whoao skipper was not long in 
expUiining hia position to Capi. ilay. A 
boat was then lowered from tlie bark and a 
temporary supply of stores waa given tlie 
stranger, who after gaining some informa- 
tion as to his location, proceeded on hia 
way, having first heartily thanked Capt. 
Hay. 

While the winter lasts the Alaskan 
steamBhipa will not call at Victoria unless 
there is freight to be abipped north. On 
this account the ateamship City of Tcpoka, 
wbieh aaila thia morning from^ Port Towns- 
end, will not come here. 

The Chilian ahip LakeLeman, 1,0.^5 tons, 
completed her lumber cargo for Valparaiso 
at the Moodyville sawmill this week. Her 
cargo, which consists of 807,110 feet of 
rnut,li lumber and 14,138 latbs, is valued at 
$0,010,

FROM JAPAN ASD CHINA. 

yiooHa but no Iioss of Xlfe— litigation on 
Account of Tasea. 

San Fra-Hcisco, Sept. 22. — Theateamship 
Belgic arrived this morning from China and 
Japan with the following news : Ilcxvy 
rains in the province of Shantung in July 
swelled the Yellow and Chi Mo rivers to a 
dangerous point, and seven breaks occurred 
in the Grand canal between Tsining Fu and 
Tientsin. Part of ICu Cheng district was 
wholly under water. No loss of life is re- 
ported. Governor Tetsunosuke, of Tokio, 
having issued in June last, a notification re- 
lative to the collection of taxes on business 
houses, which waa considered nnjust in its 
methods, Marquta Ikoda, director of the 
Fifteenth National bank, and 75 other 
baukerSi have instituted a suit against the 
Governor in tho adminiatrative court.

. Tor.OMTO, .Sept. 23.— In tho Pan-Preahy- 
tcriiui Assembly a resolution was adopted 
of congratulation to Dr. Blaikie on his 
jubilee in the niiniatry, tho close of hia 
fiftieth anniversary being in Septendjcr 
next. It was decided by the council to 
have not only W^estcm and Haatern sec- 
tiona BB at present, but a .Soutliern section 
representing Auatralio. Tho object ia to 
facilitate the work of the council in Aus- 
tralia and the islanda of tho South Pacific. 
The papers and addreaaea yesterday had to 
do with the Reformation and its effeots, and 
the present condition of the churches in re- 
lation to the sooietiea in which they exist. 
The report on statistics ahowe.d that the total 
number of Presbyterian church adherents 
throughout tho worlrl numbered about 
twenty ndlliona. Dr. Matthews, gcnornl

The 
institutions were ably represented by Reva. 

D., 
London, England, Rev, E. Von Slyck, D. 
v., Cabill, N. Y., and Rev. J. R. Esckbach, 
D.D,, Frederick City, Maryland. 

SENT BACK BY THE SULTAN- 

Why the Sttttlcnts Who Hnd Airlved InCon- 
staatlnoplo Were Not Allowed to Slay. 

Pakis, Sept. 23.— The arrest in Constan- 
tiuoplo and tbo deportation of two thousand 
students is a result of the cholera scare in 
that city. The students of theology nnd law 
arrived in the city in hordes Inab week for 
their examinations; but,in view of tho pre- 
valence of cholera the Sultan ordered an 
inquiry as to their health and tho condition 
of the districts from which Ihoy oante. The 
students were found to ho destituto and 
dirty. They wcro crowded together in their 
lodgings like cattle, nnd there was every 
danger of infection, aa m;uiy came from 
placca where cholera had prevailed. The 
Sultan, therefore, ordered that -,000 of 
those who had reached the milltar/ age be 
started homeward on special boats.

Wonderful IJevelopment Being ilnde-Sonie 
Interesting Statements About 
the HtncB, 

The Seattle Post-Iutelligencer says : Dr. 
K, C. Kilbourne lias returned from u trip 
to the Slocau mining district, where ho went 
to look after bis properties, lie a;ud yes- 
terday : 

" I went in hy tlie SpoknueFalls Kortli- 
cru railway to Little D^iUes, hy steamer up 
tho Columbia river and the Arrow Inkta to 
Nakuap, B. C, twenty miles on a cayuso to 
Slocan lake, nine miles by row-boat Co New 
Denver on the lake, then oa a pony to thu 
ndncs. KoLuriiing, I rode twenty niilea on 
a cayuse to Kaslo, on Kootcnay lake, by 
steamer to Bonner's Ferry, then by the 
Great Northern to Spokane, The (iren,t 
Northern has a fine roadbed, and I was sur- 
prised at the smoothnosa of the lino. I 
never saw such prospects aa there are at 
.Slocan. There are hundreda of tona in 
aighl. Tbo Washington has a forty-foot 
tunnel and eighty tona of ore on the dump, 
which will average l.'iO ounces of silver and 
50 per cent. lead. The Bonanza King, one 
of tho first groat finds, has a vein which 
crops out over six claims and ia 9,000 feet 
long. lb haa a tunnel in over 100 feet and 
has about 100 tons of ore on the 
dump, which will probably aver- 
age 250 ounces of silver. Most 
of it is oarlranatca with not much 
lead, but there is nnapilo runniog about 50 
per cent, lead. The ataays run nil the way 
from MO ounces to 2,100 ounces of silver. 
Tho Lucky Jim has a 3d-foot tunnel and • 
.3.5-foot orosseut. Wo have only saved the 
lead ore, of which there is about I'JO tona 
on tho dump, running from 7B to 14i ounces 
and averaging 90 ounces, with .W per cent, 
lead. Wardner's Freddy Lee is shipping 
ore. He has got out 100 tons and is send- 
ing it by mule to Arrow lake for shipment 
to a smelter, hariug just houglit seventy- 
five mules for the purpose. Hia ore runs 
about 200 ounces of silver and 50 per cent, 
lead. The Dardanelles ia getting out * 
sample shipment of ten tons, uveraging -tOO 
ouncca of silver and 50 per cent. lead. The 
Whitewater has made a sample shipment of 
ten tons, assaying 1-IG ouncea of silver. The 
Wellington ia making a great showing, but 
ia not sliipping. Burke & flarrison are do- 
ing some development on tho Blue Bird. A 
contract has just been let for thirty miles 
of road from Kaslo to Cody creek, near the 
mines, v/hich ia to bo completed to the 
Lucky Jim, the nearest claim, by December 
1. At present they are paying §-)5 a ton 
freight to the lake, but the completion of 
(he road will reduce this to ^^.j to $10 to 
Kaslo, and from there the freight ia .?S to 
any of tho smelters. Tho Spokane Falls A. 
Northern railway was about liuiahcd to 
Norlhport, ten miles south of the boundary, 
when [ passed through, and the Burvey for 
the Nelson & Port Sbeppard ia finished, to 
that it ia ready for construction next year.

A GOOD ENTERPRISE. 

"What this province wants just now, more 
than anything else, is a larger urcd of avail- 
able ogrioultural land. British Columbia 
does not raise enongh farm produce for its 
own consumption. It is still a large impoi t- 
er of those kinds of food that could bo pro- 
duced from its own soil. 

Clearing the forest and converting it into 
arable laud is slow work, and work which 
oomparalively few are willing to engage in. 
There are, however, large areas of what can 
lie made the finest farming land in the pro- 
vince, that need only to be reclaimed to 
produce splendid crops of all kinds. Part 
of this is in the valley of the Fraser. Some- 
thing has already been done towards mak- 
ing this land Mt for culti\'ation, but a great 
'deal more remains to be done. 

The Samas Beolamation Company have 
undertaken to drain and dyke a large area 
of as fine land as there is in the province. 
Mr. Dowdney was, in 1876, instructed by 
the then Commissioner of Lands and Works, 
the Hon. Mr. Vernon, "to make 
a careful survey of the lands 
situate between Sumas Mountain and 
Cheam with a view of ascertaining the 
practicability of dyking that portion of the 
district." The survey was made and tho 
practicability of dyking it ascertained. 
"Settlers," Mr. Dowdney said, in his re- 
port, "would crowd into the district if the 
land were reclaimed, and where one house 
now stands there would possibly be a dozen, 
making it one ot the most valuable and 
thriving in tho province." The work was 
not done then, roost probably for want of 
moans, and the Sumas Reclamation Com- 
pany has now undertaken to drain and 
-dyke tho area. They have employed Mr. 
P. J. Vrb Loben Sela, Hydraulic Engineer, 
and a native of Holland, and there is every 
probability of tho work being thoroughly 
(lone. He has found the land all that it 
has beeu described to be, and thotni^ineer- 
ing dilliculties are not, except in one re- 
spect, by anj means formidable. The ex- 
ception is this. The river has left its 
old channel and is washing away the 
bank. It has already inundated 
so much of the land that there is now a 
considerable depth of water where a house 
and 'garden were resituated some years ago. 
The spreading out of tho river and the for- 
mation of bars have made the navigation of 
this part of it impossible except to boats of 
very light draught. The sweep of the 
river at this point will always be a menace 
to any dyke that may be made. What is 
required, both for the preservation of tho 
land and tho improvement of tho navi- 
gation of the river, is to dredge out the old 
channel and to divert the stream into it. 
This would be beneficial from every point 
of view, and it would materially aid the 
reclamation of a very largo arsa. An es- 
teemed correspondent writing from the 
district, speaking of tho cncrouchnient of 
tho river says : 

This is a serious danger. >7ot only has 
much valuable land beeu already washed 
away, but dykes, which only too tardily 
were proposed for construction, are threat- 
nncd with destruction. Tliis is a matter 
coming within the purview of tho Dominion 
(iovernniont. This is already rccogui/.cd, 
and some good work was done this spring at 
Miller's L&nding, Sumas, under the direc- 



tion of Mr. Gamble, Dominion Kngineer. 
Tho breakv.-ater has stood the test of the 
high water exeendingly well, and it was 
tested thoroughly by drift timber. If taken 
in lime, thousands of dollars can bo saved 
botli in land and protective works. Perhaps 
one hundred acres of tho richest land hns 
been destroyed ot Miller's Landing. Tho 
Dominion Oovernnjent should order at once 
a thorough liydrograpliical survey of the 
Fraser between Harrison river and tho Mis- 
sion in order that its course may be straight- 
ened and the dykes now proposed on both 
sides of tho river in this neighborhood can 
be safely proceeded with. 

It does not appear to us that very much 
persuasion will bo needed to prevail upon 
the Government to do what is required both 
to aid in tho reclamation of tho land and to 
improve the navigation of tho river. It is 
easy to see. that tlio province will be greatly 
benefited by tlio proposed improvements, 
and that by incroasiug its revenue-produc- 
ing area tho Government will, from a peeu-. 
niary point of view, be the gainer if it, 
without any unneccessary loss ot time, make 
tho improvements required. 

WIIA T OEOROEISM IS. 

What we said a few days ago about 
Henry George's system docs not please Mr. 
Thomas Howell, President of the Victoria 
Single-tax Club. We did not expect that 
it would. The disciples of Henry George 
do not like to see the doctrines they believe 
in placed in their true light. It i.'' not agree- 
able to them to bo described as cither the 
ihipca of a clever ch'.irlatan or dishonest 
men, who are ready, whenever they h&vo 
the power, to take from its owners property 
that they have honestly and lawfully ac- 
quired. But this, however, is precisely 
what Henry George's disciples are. 

Mr. Howell, in ids letter, endeavors to 
create the impression that George's teach- 
ings arc directed only against the groat laud- 
holders of ' England and other countries. 
But the truth is, as is shown plainly enough 
in that letter, they apply to the owner of a 
building lot or a garden, as wall as to the 
possessor of a townsito or tho proprietor of 
a great estate. It is against tlie pii'. -ite 
ownership of land that those teachings are di- 
rected, no matter how much or how little 
tho private person claims to own. Yet 
knowinc this to be tho case Mr. Howell has 
the assurance to say that our couten/ioii 
that Mr. George would deprive every land- 
holder, both small and great, of his property, 
"is refuted by its own absurdity." What 
we have said about this is not arguable at 
all, not a "contention." It is a simple 
statement of fact which no man who reads 
Henry George's works can honestly deny. 
This Mr. Howell himself proves, for in the 
very next sentence ho fays: "It is this fiot 
that makes the ownership of land tho most 
powerful instmmenii of oppression and ex- 
tortion that can be used by one man to en- 
slave another." By this it is seen that it is 
tho ownership of the land in itself, perfectly 
irrespective of the quantity owned, that Mr. 
Howell declaims against. 

He makes his hostility to allowing a man 
whether ho is a mechanic or a millionaire to 
have property in land more plain as he goes 
on. Id imitotion of his master, ho calls the 
owner of land a "robber," whether that 
owner is a poor man who by hard work and 
self denial has saved enough to buy a little 
plot on which to build a house and make a 
garden, or the speculator who purchasei 
half a county ; and then to show that he 
is consistent, ho quotes Henry George to 
prove that stealing land is not robbery. 
Like Henry George ho believes himself, and 
would have others believe, that tho com- 
mandment, "Thou shalt not steal," doei 
not apply t^ land, and is not binding on 
argc communities. 

Wo candidly confess that wo have no 
respect forthe sophistryof communism. Men 
who are further advanced in the school ( f 
cornmuniam than Mr. Howell, endeavor by 
reasoning that bears a curious resemblance to 
that of Henry George, to prove that a 
member of society has no right to possess 
property of any kind, that ho has scarcely 
a right to call the food ho cats and the 
clothes he wears his own. According to 
them everything belongs to the community, 
nothing to the individual. The Georgeites 
have not gone quite as far as this, but this 
is where their doctrines are certain to land 
them. When a man begins to believe that 
it is.no harm to tako from men the land 
they have bought with their hard earnings 
or tho real estate they have inherited from 
thoir fathers, he will soon learn to belioTO 
that it is right to take from his neigh- 
bors, property of all kinds. 

Mr. Howell, we presume, would not ad- 
vocate taking from his neighbors their 
watches or their carriages or their expensive 
furniture witliout paying for them. Yet a 
man who has purchased u biulding lot or a 
farm has quite as good a right to it as ho 
has to his watch or his carriage or bis 
piano ; and it would take more than Henry 
George's sophistry to prove to him that the 
community has the right to take from him 
is land, but it baa no right to tako from 
him his watch or his carriage or his piano. 
His land most likely cost him moro than all 
tho rest of his belongings put together, and 
ho prizes it more highly. 

Where, we ask, did Henry George get the 
warrant to make a distinction between pro- 
perty is land and property in other things ?

In this country, ut any rate, the 
land is as much tho fruit of a man's 
toil as anything cUa that l>e ownsi 
and yet Mr. Howell's master teaches 
that it is the duty of the State ' to 
take from all owners of laiid their property, 
without giving them a single cent by way 
of compensation. What is this but plain, 
undisguised robbery! How can a man 
who really believes that the commandment 
"Thou ahalt not s£eal" is of Diviiie 
origin, and one which all men everywhere 
are bound to obey, accept a system of which 
wholesale robbery is the comer stone } For 
our {iarl^-'iwe cannot understand how ho 
can. ^ ■ ' 

Mr. Howell seems to think that tho num- 
ber of those who accept a principle is a 
proof of its soundness. Wo take exception 
to this view. We do not believe that when 
ten million men believe a lie it becomes the 
truth, or that the acceptance of a dishonest 
system by ii, hundred millions will niako it 
honest. The number of those who believe 
George's doctrines, and are prepared, as 
soon as the opportunity offers, to rob tho 
owners of land of their property, does not 
make those doctrines one whit sounder in 
our estimation. I 



PHILOSOPHICAL. 

Ik is hard not to admire the philosophy 
with which some of the American news- 
papers regard tho exercise of sovereign jur- 
isdiction over tlie west side of Behring Sea 
by the Kuasians. That American vessels 
arc seized and United States citizens 
deprived of tlieir freedom gives them no 
concern whatever. Tlio San Francisco 
Ilxaminer of tho ICIth says : 

Kussia is guarding her waters against seal 
poaching in a most eifeotive manner. Russia 
has not bothered about any fnodm vivtmii 
with Great Britain, but the cruisers are 
patrolling the track of the seals from Car- 
roll's straits to the division line in the sea, 
and as far north as the animals can go. 
Four more schooners are reported seized and 
coniiacatcd and thoir crews put aboard an 
American bark. These arc harsh measures, 
but nothing but harsh measures will pre- 
serve tho seals from destruction. 

It will be observed that tho Examiner 
does not say that an Amorican, vessel was 
among those-confiscated, and that Ameri- 
cans were among the men that were de- 
prived of their liberty. The outrage would 
not bo taken so philosophically if a British 
ship, no matter how good the reason, had 
made the seizures and captured tho men. 
But then there are no Buasophobist voters 
in tho States to humor and propitiate.

Wi'.sT.MiNSTKH, Sept. 23. — The third day 
of Westminster's show opened under aqnny 
skies, temporarily dispelling the 'gloom of 
tho long-sullering directors, who at once 
prepared for an anticipated great rush at 
tho gates.

Tho trains and 
trams were densely packed with people 
every half hour during the afternoon. lu 
the morning the bicycle and sprinting races 
were keenly enjoyed by tho oitrly arrivals, 
and in the afternoon Vancouver was neirly 
emptied of luiiiuuiitj'. Tho Terminal City 
citizens keenly enjoy a horse race, under 
favorable auspices, and tliey attended in 
crowds. Owing to the heavy track, slow 
time was made in all tho racing events. In 
tho cycling, Vancouver's Potter again car- 
ried everything before him, as th3 following 
results will show : 

One mile pneumatic handicap — Potter 
first, scratch; Noot second, 275 yards; Philp 
third. 

Five mile race — Potter first, scratch; 
I'liilp, second, 100 yards; Martin and Noot, 
275 yards. Noot, of Westminster, a very 
promising young rider, made tho pace for 
the others. His plucky race would have 
probably landed him in the second place 
had he not fallen from his wheel at a criti- 
cal juncture. Time, 19 minutes. 

Two miles, pneumatic tire — Potter first, 
Philp second, 'lime, 7 minutes. 

Tho halfmile obstacle race was won easily 
by Potter. Potter is not a fast rider, but 
he has enough trojihies to start a junk shop, 
and holds the championship with Lauren- 
son for the Terminal city against tho 
province. 

In the sprinting, BUin, of Victoria, hud 
tho short events easy. In sprinting, Vic- 
toria leads. It seems an easy mutter to 
sand over a man al^ any time to ci^pturo 
these event.s from us.

The horse races began in the sunshine, 
before some 7,000 people. There wus a 
good deal of jockeying at the score post. 
Horso owners did not want to start their 
horses on the heavy track and things 
dragged a little monotonously. " The crowd 
muttered audibly, while Jupiter Pluvius, 
refusing to ^vait any longer, pushed the 
clouds buck again, unscrewed Hodven's 
hydrant and turned a cold spray on tho 
impatient people, increasing it gradually to 
the same old pouring rain of yesterday and 
the day before yesterday.

Tho seam when risited in July showed iu 
tho face of tho workings I5S inches from roof 
to pavement, wilh a four inch jiarting of 
• sandy shale, und immediately next tho 
pavement a similar aandV alialo about four 
inches in thickneps. It has been reported 
since liy the man iu charge of the work, that 
tho seam now meaburcH -12 iuclius with oidy 
tho centre parting. The coal is very hard, 
compact and clean, can lie njiiuvl with very 
litlli) waste, and is conbtontly increasing in 
thickness on tho dip. There ia also at a 
distance of ten feet below this seam, an- 
other which measured four feet uud snowed 
signs of running into the upper scam at no 
great distance on tho dip.

The 
strongest political party in Orcat Britain i» 
pledged to tho underlying principle of the 
movement by its Leeds programme, And 
now, when you expect to persuade your 
readers to believe that the nioTtmeut ia 
about to collapse, wo havo to record the 
crowning triumph of single tax propaganda 
in the victory in the Courts of tho United 
States of the town eommiasionersof Hyatta- 
ville, in the State of Ma,ryland, which fur- 
nishes the world with the first instance of a 
town governed by siugle tax principles, ex- 
cepting in regard to Federal toxatiou. No, 
sir, singlo tax men are full of hope for the 
future. We believe in the ultimate success 
of our cause. At least wo will work for it.

TIIeImSIIOP'S COADJUim 

To TiiH I'.DITOK : — The representative in 
ICnglaud of tho Cohmibia Mission comes 
forth to take to ta.sk tho Anglican Synod of 
tho diocese of British Columbia — grievance, 
our throwing out tho canons for a coadjutor 
bishop. It may be that tho writer is only 
a new comer in the diocese ; that only lately 
have I had a seat on the body in question, 
but withal I am aware of what paiscd at 
tho last Synod, which the repressntative in 
Kngland— from hia letter — is not. Thus it 
will perhaps startle him to learn that tho 
Lord Bishop said from the chair that the 
whole three canons then brought fonvard 
should together standorfAll — one alone would 
be useless— and upon this on the second day 
the Bishop's own followers voted for tho 
rejection of the clause authorizing the ap- 
pointment when necessary. 

If the Bishop wanted a coadjutor he could 
have had one without the y.ynod's leave at 
all. Tho fancy (which underlies th» Home 
representative's letter), namely, that tho 
Synod can forbid the Bishop a coadjutor, ia 
too hollow ta waste breath on ; and not only 
has the Bishop the right, but there is the 
power alao^ How many of the returned 
Colonial Bishops now in England wonld, if 
asked, have aaid no to coming for'a time to 
British Columbia ? This being so, is ii won- 
derful that the Synod miotrnsted a round- 
about and needless way of doing the mut- 
ter, and deemed there was something be- 
hind ? Wherefore was the Bishop going 
out of his way ? 

A diocese cannot bo kept from action by a 
lot of apple pio canons. So tho Syncd 
thought and did. The Bishop wua as well olF 
as before — his rights and powers untouched. 
Within a month, if 1*0 had wished, ho could 
have had some brother bishop from homo us 
a helper. Wliydid notour representative 
bestir himself to find one who was ready, 
instead of writing his fault-finding letter? 
Whence and whither ia all this storm 
in a teacup? After Bcventeen years of ser- 
vice as Dean of the Cathedral, tlie 
Rev. Edward CrUlgc, through a mis- 
understanding with the J'ishop, was turned 
out of his living.

Notwithstanding yesterday's inclement 
weather, the gangs of men at work on the 
fair grounds wore not allowed to relax their 
eSbrts la completinE; the extenuve prcparn- 
tions necesBory for tho opening of the B. C. 
-Agricnltiiral Asaociation'a ciliibition, oa 
Tucsdny morning next. 
. All tho huildiogs having hocn cleaned up, 
-aad the sheds, etc, put in good shape, the 
work now being done is largely in decorat- 
/ing, stringing the flags, etc., and putting 
tho exhibits in their places. 

To-day •will likewiao bo a busy day in this 
■rcapect, as will also bo Momliiy, mul on 
Tuesday morning everything M-ill lio ready 
to receive tlie crowcU of visitors expected. 

Amon)^ tho vvorhiaen on tho grounds yes- 
terday wcro tho machinist and tho elec- 
trician who overhauled the electric light- 
ing plant HO as to euaiire a plentiful supply 
of the ilhimination which will make tho 
buildint;*) and grouuda so attractive during 
the eveninga. 

This (Saturday) is tho last day for entries 
to he Bunt in so an to be prhitod in tlio 
olTicial list, altlicugh many otliers will 
doubtless come in on Jilonday and Boinc 
even ne hito as Tuesday. Comparing tho 
numlicr of entries in llie secretary's hands 
so far wiih those of last year at tho same 
tirnc, it b.as becu discovered that this year's 
entries exceed very considerably in nnmLcr 
those of all previoua years, showing that a 
mnch wider and more nnivcraal inter- 
est is being taken in the exhibition, 
and that tho di-splay of goods, pro- 
ducts, etc., will be very much more 
complete, wbilo tlioso who are giving the 
matter close attention aay the quality is 
improved in even a greater proportion than 
tho quantity.

It will doubtless be re- 
membered that after the last exhibition 
hero, this gentleman made the statement 
that he did not think such a fine collection 
of horses and stock could be seen 
anywhere in Oregon or Washington, 
and if tliis was tho case lust year, 
the present exhibition will surpass in this 
line anything of tho kind ever attempted. 
Those wild are interested in tho develop- 
ment and procress of the important in- 
dustry of horse breeding and stock raising 
in tho prorinco, will have an excellent op- 
portunity of seeing tho extraordinary pro- 
gress made during the past few years. The 
number of entries in hand nowshoT.a that 
thia will ho the case, while a grcut many 
more will be in to-day and others on ^Ion- 
day.

TOO EXPENSIVE A LUXUUV. 

Abolition of the Army Heatliiuarters of the 
I.O.O.F.— Meeting Uaee of Grand 
IioOge. 

Portland, Sept. 21.— When the- present 
term of office of Lieuf-Gan. Underwood ex- 
pires next year, the "army headquarters' 
of the I.O.O.F., with all tho military ollicea 
al)0\'c those of department of stale com- 
mandera, will be abolished, and each patri- 
arch milttaot branch of tho order will bo 
placed under control of tho state encamp- 
ment within whose jurisdiction it is located. 
This action was taken by the yovereign 
Cjrand Loclgc thia afternoon, and was ac- 
compliabcti by adopting the report sub- 
ndttcd l)y a upeciiil committee appointed a 
\ e:tr ai^n to invcitigiile the "urniy heail(|uar- 
iKiLi'' feature of the order and suggest 
whether it; is any longer a necessity. The 
ci)n;iiiittee found that tlie system has ac- 
compliahod its mission and lias become too 
expensive a luxury to be borne Ijy the cho- 
vaiiers. It represents taxation without 
representation and arbitrary power be- 
stowed by law upon those high in 
iiut'nority, and court-martial without 
method of rcdreae, not in harmony with 
the principles of Odd Fellowship, all of 
which have become unnecessary with the 
removal of tho cause that called them into 
being, and have produced disquiet;, apathy 
and indifference, and in some quarters have 
Awakened strong opposition to a Bystem of 
government no longer necessary. A do- 
temined demand was made for return to 
Jormer conditions and relationships, and tho 
less expensive methods given to other 
branohes of the order, thus bringing the 
<!ivil and military sabordinato bodies in 
closer touch and sympathy with oaoh other, 
and lightening the burdens that the present 
system necessarily entails. By " army 
headquartero " is meant tho Lieutenant- 
Oeneral, his ofBce appointees and tho 
.special comniitteea of the Soverelen Grand 
bodge appointed to aid him in his Work. 
Its abolition will deprive the military 
branch of the onler of mtioh of its fusa and 
featlicra, but will bring it closer to the non- 
uniformed oraanizUion. Tho .Sovero'gii 
<;rinul Lodge decided on }*IilwaukeB as tlie 
place for holding the next annual session. 
The vote stood : Milwaukee, 101; Chatta- 
noogo, Tenn., .'iO, A few scattering votes 
wore oast for Chicago.

Important Letter by the Assistant Sccre 
tary of tho V. S. Treasury. 

Wasuikoton, Sept. 23.— Assistant Sec 
rotary Spaulding has written a letter to the 
Collector of Customs at Port Townsend 
Washington, in whicli he aaya : " Tho l)c- 
partmfent has received your letters, request 
ing instructions for your guidance in tho 
case of one Chin Yu, a Chinese person, who 
claims to be a British subject and applies 
for admission to the United States. The 
applicant submits a certificate of na- 
turalization issued by tho County 
Court of New Westminster, bearing date 
July », 181)1*. In transmitting the case to 
tho Department, you stato that, in your 
opinion, tliefio papers havo bean prepared 
with a viev,- of making this a test case, 
and if thia Chineao person is permitted to 
enter the Qnited States, under tho circum- 
stances, I havo no doubt whatever that 
tho authorities on tho other sido of tho 
boundary line will begin to manufacture 
citizens of British Columbia for the purpoio 
of evading tho Chinese Restriction Act of 
181)2." In reply, you aro informed that 
this Department holds that tho naturali 
tion of a Chineau person by an adjacent 
country would not ([ualify 8U«h 
person to enter tho United Statea 
and you aro instructed to decline to con 
siller the papers mentioned as in any man 
ner changing the status of such pcrton, ao 
far as his BdmisBioa into tho Uniteil Statea 
is concerned. Tho assistant secretary also 
cneloaes copy of a letter addreaaed to the 
Secretary of State on tho 2iid of June lust, 
in which tho department took precisely the 
sumo poaition in tho case of u Chinaman, 
naturalized in Mexico, who endeaved to 
enter the United States.

Tho Dora Siewurd, Captain H. F. Sie 
ward commanding, reached port late lust 
night, having made tho run from tbo Cop- 
per Island neighborhood in tho wonderful 
time of 13 days 2 hours, which when Gvc 
hours is deducted for tht cisting nnule, 
brini;3 the actual lime for the run across 
tho Pacific down to 12 days and 21 hours. 

Tho Sioward'a total catch tor tho season 
is 900 skina, of which 073 wero secured on 
the Russian side. The Geneva, which 
started with her from tho Siberian side for 
a race homo, has a better catcli, 1,270 
skins, but not quite so lleot wings — on thia 
trip at all eveata. 'The Geneva made the 
recortl from Halifax here, her timo being 
108 daya, and Capt. Siuwaid felt anxioua 
accordingly to give her a brush. His chal- 
lenge was pmmptly accepted, and the two 
Bchooners started on the same day and hour 
for the run homo. Tho Ocean Belle, at the 
time of their departure, was to sail forborne 
on September C, according to Capt. 
O'Leary's announcement. 

During her oruise the Steward had an 
experience which very few are permitted to 
enjoy — if there be any enjoyment in teasing 
about with the water seething and boiling 
all round, a submarine volcanic eruption 
being the cause. The ebullition lasted for 
fully a minute, and tlie men were thrown 
about, tho contents of the cabin tossed 
hither and thither, and the schooner pitched 
about like a rubber ball. Sho bol)bed up 
like u cork every time, though, and sustained 
no serious damage from the adventure. 

As tho captain bad his fingers burnt in 
1S8S, he avoided all risks, and was not 
aware that any seizures had been made 
until ho spoke Capt. Baker, of tbo C. H. 
Tuppcr. 

On this, her maiden oruise, tho Steward 
carried a crew of Kaatern men, whoso work, 
coueideriug that they were unacquainted 
with the sea, has been especially meri- 
torious.
